The’ “Duck” Letter. 
During the duck hunting season, 
on Dec. 4 last to be exact, former 
United States Senator Harry B. 
Hawes of Missouri, now residing in 
Washington, wrote to the President 
what he calls the “duc. letter, as 
follows: 
My dear Mr. President: 

Shortly after your first election, 
I called on you with six Senators. 
They had me present for your 
consideration a national conserva- 
tion program. Incidentally, this 
has gone through including the 
ne bird treaty with Mex- 
co. 

During the conversation, you 
turned to me and said, “Harry, 
I was sitting in a duck blind, a 
duck was flying high overhead. 
I shot at it and wheeled to shoot 
one coming in and the overhead 
bird hit me on the head and near- 
ly killed me.”

Heavy Fall Reported in County 
After Most of Highways Had

The snow started falling down- 
town shortly before 9 o'clock, an 
hour after a heavy fall was re- 
ported at the St. Louis County of- 
fice of the State Highway Patrol, 
at New Highway 40 and Ballas 
road. By midnight the snow was 
‘two inches deep. Four inches were

Only Occupant of Old 
Castle Hall Escapes — 
Other Students Away for 
the Holidays.

A 14-room brick dormitory at 
Shurtleff College in Alton was de- 
stroyed by.fire shortly before 6 
o'clock last night. The dormitory, 
usually occupied by 25 boys, had 
only one occupant, Robert Duckels 
of Chesterfield, Ill, who was 


warned by passers-by and left the 
building. The other students had 
not returned from the Christmas 
vacation. 

The dormitory, built in the 1860's, 
was formerly a residence and was 
acquired by the school for $25,000 
several years ago. It was known 
as Castle Hall and was situated 
on the north end of the campus. 
Cause of the fire was not ascer- 
tained. Flames were first noticed 
around the cupola of the old-fash- 
ioned building. 

Dr. Guy W. Wimmer, president 
of the college, told reporters the 
loss was covered by insurance. He 
said the building wou'd not be re- 
built. 

A year ago the administration 
building of the college, oldest in 
Illinois, was destroyed by fire of 
undetermined origin.

ABERDEEN, Wash., Jan. 6 (AP). 
—Bloodstains on a sidewalk and 
a reported street fight between 
two women and a man were. re- 
garded by authorities as clews in 
the murder last night of Mrs. Dick 
Law, 24-year-old wife of a union 
officer. 

The body was found in the liv- 
ing room of the Law home by Mrs. 
Law’s mother, Mrs. Nestor Louma. 
Mrs. Law’s skull had been smashed, 
apparently by an ax. The house 
was in disorder, with contents of 
drawers scattered about. 

Police are consideriug the podssi- 
bility the killirg resulted from 
labor troubles, recalling that less 
than a month ago Law asked for 
police protection for his family. 
Law, executive board member of 
the CIO International Wood-Work- 
ers’ Association, made the appeal 
shortly after a riot in which a mob 
wrecked a workers’ hall a few 
blocks from his home.

The leasing of 2055 acres of farm 
land near Kennett, Mo., by a Farm 
Security Administration sponsored 
corporation which will settle tenant 
farmers and sharecroppers on 
tracts of 55 to 70 acres for each 


family was announced yesterday at 
Sikeston. by Carl Ross, district FSA 
supervisor. 
The new project, in Dunklin 
County, will provide for about 35 
families. Each will farm its own 
tract, but heavy farm machinery 
and livestock will be used co-oper- 
atively, and products will be mar- 
keted through a co-operative asso- 
ciation. 
The plight of sharecroppers and 
tenant farmers facing eviction in 
Southeast Missouri was discussed 
at a conference in St. Louis Fri- 
day, called by Gov. Lloyd C. Stark, 
and attended by representatives of 
the FSA, 
A five-year lease on the Dunklin 
County tract was taken by the 
Independent Farms, Inc., which re- 
ceived its charter from the Secre- 
tary of State last Wednesday. The 
land is owned by the Hemphill 

rm Corporation, ~~ 

Smalier Than La Forge. 
The new resettlement program 
will be about one-third the size of 
the 6700-acre LaForge Project, in 
New Madrid County, which has 
successfully completed its first year 
of operation. About 100 families have 
been cared for at LaForgé on 
individual tracts of 55 to 65 acres, 
the size depending upon the pro- 
ductivity of the land, 
Cotton ..ill be raised as the cash 
crop to pay expenses of the Dunk- 
lin County project. A portion of 
the proceeds from sale of the cot- 


expenses of the community. Other 
produce, livestock and feed will 
be raised for consumption by the 
farmers of the settlement. 
The Government will not have to 
build homes or farm buildings for 
the families, Ross said, as there are 
already sufficient buildings on the 
tract.

Landowners, 
sharecroppers and State and Fed- 
eral Farm Security Administration 
officials agreed at the conference

LONDON, Jan. 6 (AP).—Reuters, 
British News Agency, quoted the | 
Tallinn radio tonight as saying an 
unidentified Estonian steamer had 
been bombed and sunk by a “bellig- 
erent” warplane in the North Sea

Eight Soviet Raiders

HELSINKI, van. 6 (AP).—Twen- 
ty-two Russian warplanes—possibly 
more—have been shot down in the 
last two days by Finland’s stiffen- 
ing air defenses, military circles 
asserted tonight. 

At the same time, a Red Army 
communique issued in Moscow 
said Russian flyers had downed 10 
Finnish planes in combat. 

A Finnish army communique of- 
ficially accounted for eight Soviet 
machines destroyed yesterday at 
Mikkeli—railroad town about 135 
miles northwest of the Karelian 
Isthmus frontier. 

Unofficial but reliable sources 
reported eight more planes were 
shot down today at Utti. 90 miles 
south of Mikkeli on an East-West 
railway line. 

In addition, ,anti-aircraft bat- 
teries at Savio, northwest of Lake 
Ladoga, were reported to have de 
stroyed six Soviet planes. 

The Russians managed to inflict 
considerable damage at Mikkeli 
before being driven off. Several 


civilians, including women and 
children, were reported killed. 


11 Tanks Captured. 


In fighting yesterday the high 
command reported destruction of 
two enemy tanks and capture of 
11 others, along with large quan- 
tities of supplies left behind by 
retreating Red Army forces in the 
center of the Eastern front. 
Brisk fighting continued on the 
Eastern front at Suomussalmi, 
where the Russians have been 
beaten back in their efforts to cut 
across Finland.

NEW YORK, Jan. 6 (AP).— 
Lord Beaverbrook, London news- 
paper publisher, asserted today the 
United States forced Great Britain 
off the ,old standard in 1931. 

He also said that, when this 
country dropped the gold standard, 
British citizens who held American, 
bonds were forced to accept paper 
dollars, worth 40 per cent less than 
the gold guaranteed, when the 
bonds were redeemed. 

The statements were made in a 
3000-word article pul lished in The 
London Daily Express, and cabled 
to his representative in New York, 
who made it public. 

The article was Lord Beaver- 
brook’s version of the history of 
the war debt controversy between 
Britain and the United States. In 
it, he said he hoped his views would 
“modify criticism” of Great Britain 
in this country. Lord Beaverbrook,

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Rockefeller Foundation Donates Cyclotron, 


to be Ready in About a Year, Chancellor 
Throop Announces. 


A $60,000 gift from the Rocke- 
feller Foundation to enable Wash- 
ington University School of Med- 
icine to explore new frontiers of 
science by means of a cyclotron 
was announced last night by Chan- 
cellor George R. Throop. 

The atom-smashing device won 
the 1939 Nobel prize for Prof. E. O. 
Lawrence of the University of Cal- 
ifornia. It produces a new and 
powerful neutron ray comparable 
to X-ray and radium. It trans- 
mutes elements, not into the pre- 
cious metals sought by the alchem- 
‘ists but into radioactive isotopes— 
220 have been demonstrated so far— 
behaving for minutes or months 
like radium, a metal precious be- 
yond the alchemists’ 
more ways than the material. 


Ready in About a Year. 

Apparatus for the 80-ton machine 
is being assembled. Construction 
will begin in a few weeks and will 
be completed in a year or more. 
Although it will be part of the 
equipment of the medical school’s 
Mallinckrodt Radiological Institute, 
the cyclotron will be placed, remote 
from the hospital group, in an un- 
derground laboratory near the pow- 
‘er house on the main university 
campus because of power require- 
‘ment of 50,000 watts, comparable to 
those of a major broadcasting sta- 
tion, and also because of the neces- 
sity of shielding its powerful and 


yet incompletely understood ema-_ 


nations. 

Shielding planned is more effec- 
tive than any now in use. It will 
‘include at least six feet of earth 
and concrete. The laboratory will 

be connected by a winding corridor 
‘with the west end of the power 


|house, where experts operating the 


\machine by remote control, will 
—'be protected by distance and 25 
feet of earth. 

What Apparatus Is Like. 

The apparatus combines mag- 
netic and electrical fields and uses 
‘an alternation of electric potentiai 
‘in a fashion which may roughly be 
‘compared to an electric motor in 
which the rotor is a stream of 
atomic particles—protons, deuter- 
ons and alpha particles, respec- 
tively the nuciei of hydrogen, deu- 
terium or heavy hydrogen, and he- 
lium. 

It consists of a flat cylinder, like 
a great round cheese cut in two 
half-moons, in a vacuum between 
magnetic poles. The half-moons or 
“dees,” must be parallel across 
the gap within thousandths of an 
‘inch, The polar faces are 45 inches 
\across—one means of rating cyclo- 
‘trons. The largest in existence is 
Prof. Lawrence’s new 60-inch cy- 
‘clotron. Another 60-inch machine 
‘is planned at Carnegie Institute in 
Washington and one other 45-inch 
machine is at the University of 
‘Indiana.

Accurate Timing Necessary. 

The alternation is timed by a 
nice feat of radio-engineering to 
the speed of the particles. The 
relation is like that which keeps 
an electric clock in step with the 
60-cycle alternation of the city 
current, except that in this case 
it is the power which must keep 
step with the machine. 

Every time the protons jump 
the gap, they pick up an energy 
equal to the primary voltage. That 
‘is, if the power is taken from the 
line at 50,000 volts, the proton 
stream will make its 100th jump 
with a voltage of 5,000,000, 

Subjecting various materials to 
bombardment by this high-speed, 
high-voltage stream of particles 
sets off a by-product stream of 
neutrons. The neutron and the 
proton are: considered “the two 
fundamental building stones from 
which all nuclei are constructed,” 
Further, since the neutron. is not 
deflected by magnetic fields and 
itself has no electric charge, it goes 
right through the electronic “shell” 
of an atom, which absorbs the 


energy of other rays, to the nu- 
cleus, so that it is itself no mean, 
atom-smasher. 


Disease Research Planned. 

These versatile faculties—neutron 
and deuteron rays for example, 
have been used to produce one ra- 
dioactive isotope of sodium by five 
different methods from three dif- 
ferent elements—make the cyclo- 
‘tron of obvious interest to the 
physicist and chemist. Generally, 
in fact, cyclotrons have been de- 
voted to research in the physical 
sciences. The project here, how- 
ever, is to explore its possibilities 
in the study of life processes and 
the treatment of disease. 

This, pointed out Dean Philip A. 
Shaffer, precisely serves one of. the 
functions on which the reputation 
of Mallinckrodt Institute is based: 
“eonstant exploration of new and 
old fields to discover new and bet- 
ter ways of using radiations in. the 
diagnosis and treatment of disease, 
and to learn more about the blohiend 
ical effects of radiations on tissues 
and organs.” 

It was in the belief that facilities 
offered by the cyclotron hold “the 
greatest promise of further import-' 
ant advances in the application of 
radiation to biology and medi- 
cine,” Dr. Shaffer related, that a 
eyclotron program was formulated.

Two books bear Mr. Nagel’s 
name. One is a two-volume edi- 
tion of his speeches and writings, 
issued by a group of his friends 
in honor of his eightieth birthday.

FLYER WINS $3000, 
PRZE IN A RAGE 


Homer Rankin of Wichita, 
Goes 1084 Miles in 4

MIAMI, Fia., Jan. 6—The $3000 
first prize in the “on-to-Miami” air 
race today was awarded to Homer 
C. Rankin of Wichita, Kan., who, 
averaged 234.097 miles per hour in 
a 1084-mile flight from St. Louis. 

When Rankin was declared win- 
ner, four of the entrants had not 
finished, but there was no chance 
for thém to better his time of four 
hours, 37 minutes and 50 seconds. 
Walter Beech, president of the 
Beechcraft Corporation, flew with 
Rankin. Their plane was one of 
five starting from the St. Louis 
Municipal Airport. 

Russell Holderman of Rochester, 
N. Y., who started from New York 
City, won second place prize of 
$2000, and William Cason of San 
Antonio, Tex., who took off from 
Houston, placed third to win $1500. 
Holderman covered his 1168 miles 
in five hours, 36 minutes, one sec- 
ond, for an average speed of 208.561 
miles an hour; Cason flew 1143 
miles in five hours, 52 minutes, 35 
seconds for a speed of 194.507 miles 
an hour. 

Following the race, some pilots, 
flying slower planes, complained 
that Rankin’s ship, a twin-en- 
gined Beechcraft monoplane, was 
a new and fast factory job. They 
said they felt he should withdraw 
as the winner. Contest officers, 
however, declared that Rankin’s 
plane' was duly sanctioned and 
they could take no official action 
on the pilots’ unofficial complaint.

It is now known that Count 
Csaky went to Italy at the persona) 
invitation of Mussolini, and French 
quarters understand that Mussolini 
will counsel both Hungary and Bul- 
garia to put aside their revisionist 
claims and base their policies on 
the idea that peace is the major 
interest of all the Balkans. 
Hungary claims Transylvania and 
Bulgaria claims Dobruja from Ru- 
mania, so Russia moved to take 
Bessarabia. It has generally been 
assumed that Hungary and Bulga- 
ria would strike simultaneously and 
Rumania would disappear from the 
map before Allied aid could reach 
her. 


French quarters understand, how- 
ever, that Italy is now urging Hun- 
gary and Bulgaria to put these 
claims aside until a future peace 
conference and to declare to Ruma- 
nia that they will not knife her in 
the back if Russia invades Messa- 
rabia. 


If the French are properly in- 
formed, this means a radical change 
in Italian policy, which has been 
inspired by renewed revisionist 
claims by the Hungarians for the 
last six weeks.

HE departure from the British 
War Cabinet of the Secretary of 
State for War, Leslie Hore-Be- 
lisha, is likely to prove an event of 
considerable significance as to the 
future conduct of the war. 
Hore-Belisha is a man of strong 
character and decided views. The 
Chief of the Imperial General Staff, 
Gen, Sir Edmund Ironside, may* be 
described in identical terms. The 
relations between a War Secretary 
and his Chief of Staff are neces- 
sarily delicate. Where one has the 
prestige and force to make his 
vieWs prevail (as with Lord Kitch- 
ener when he was War Secretary), 
the other is reduced to a nonentity. 
Where there is sympathetic under- 
standing, a meeting of minds, a’ 
common approach to problems, 
there may be useful and mutually 
helpful collaboration (as with New- 
ton D. Baker and Gen. Peyton 
March in our own army during the 
last war). Where views are diver- 
gent, and neither Is of a yielding 
and compliant nature, as with Hore- 
Belisha and Ironside, there may be 
some sort of compromise adjust- 
ment in time of peace, but in war 
the national interest cannot endure 
the continuance of such a condition, 
and one or the other must go. 


Capable Officers. 


What the exact nature of the dis- 
cussions that have been going on 
behind the scenes may be, we do 
not know. One may say, however, 
that it is fortunate for Britain that 
Sir Edmund Ironside’s services 
have not been lost to the country 
at this crucial hour. There is no 
instance in history, which this writ- 
er can recall, in which Great Brit- 
ain entered upon a war with a 
first-class. power with such capable 
officers in command of her land 
forces as is the case today with 
Ironside at the War Office and Lord | 
Gort as commander-in-chief in 
France. The selection of really 
capable British commanders has 
usually resulted from a long process 
of trial and error, as in the cases 
of Wolfe and Wellington, or of the 
dispatch of Lord Roberts to South) 
Africa. 

This is said with no intention of 
belittling the very real and im- 
portant debt which Britain owes to 
Hore-Belisha for his energetic and 
intelligent handling of the War Of- 
fiee during his term of service. 
Many of the things he did, badly 
needed doing. There was a great 
deal of dead wood to be cleared 
away. Officers long past their use- 
fulness cluttered up high positions, 
blocking the promotion of juniors 
of greater powers. His selection of 
Lord Gort, a junior Major-General 
of but two years’ service as a gen- 
eral officer, to be Chief of Staff, 
showed not only a courageous will- 
ingness to depart from precedent. 
but a remarkable ability to select 
capable subordinates. While it is 
true that Lord Gort’s qualities and 
personality probably better fit him 
for his present command in the 
field than for staff duty, his ap- 
pointment was a tonic for the 
whole army, and the changes which 
accompanied it revivified the serv- 
ice at a time when it was badly in 
need of just such a stimulant. It 
is, indeed, fortunate that all this 
was accomplished in time of peace, 
rather than waiting until war com- 


/ 


pelled such changes—as has been, 


the case with the Admiralty, where 
Winston Churchill and Sir Dudley 
Pound are only now beginning to 
get matters running efficiently. 
Hore-Belisha’s measures for improv-

Military Setup. 

But with the coming of war, it 
was not difficult to foresee the 
need for a change. Hore-Belisha js 
not the sort of War Secretary who 
would be content to accept unques- 
tionably the advice of his Chief of 
Staff on military matters, yet he 
had little military background of 
his own which would enable him 
to assert his own views with au- 
thority. Within the War Cabinet 
itself, he was the responsible mili- 
tary member. It is true that as to 
matters affecting the army solely 
he was supposed to be advised by his 
Chief of Staff, and that the Chiefs 
of Staff Subcommittee of the Com- 
mittee of Imperial Defense is 
charged with the duty of advising 
the Government on broad strategi- 
cal and military problems. The 
function of decision, however, re- 
mains a prerogative of the Cabinet 
and not of the subcommittee and in 
the final formulation of such deci- 
sions,- Hore-Belisha’s voice was

Here it is necessary to speak 
frankly of the very close relations 
which have long existed between 
Hore-Belisha and the distinguished 
British miltiary writer and theorist, 
Capt. B. H. Liddell Hart.

No Peace Move Yet. 


There was a certain’ sense of dis- 
appointment in some quarters that 
the President did not feel that he 
was in a position to hold out any 
hope that he might use his great 
influence, at a propitious moment, 
to urge upon the belligerents the 
wisdom of seeking an accommoda- 
tion of their differences by less de- 
structive methods. There had been 
rumors whispered in important cir- 
cles that the President was willing 
to use his good offices to stop this 
devastating conflict by persuading 
the combatants to talk it over un- 
der his auspices. 


Evidently he has come to the con- 
clusion that the time has not yet ar- 
rived for such an intervention. None 
of the belligerents is yet convinced 
that a clear victory is unattainable. 
There are, so far, no signs of ex- 
haustion on either side, or of the 
combatants having become tired of 
the costly but uneventful and un- 
dramatic struggle. 


A premature intervention would 
be a serious tactical error. Apart 
from the faet that the President 
could not afford a rebuff or a fail- 
ure, it would throw away his in- 
fluence for the future and discour- 
age others from the risk of a simi- 
lar fiasco. We have already missed 
at least two opportunities for peace 
talks. There must, therefore, be 
some thorough soundings taken be- 
fore any further peace move can 
be safely ventured, 

The energetic measures for which 
the President invited Congress to 
supply him with large funds to 
strengthen the national armaments 
will give the .peace mediation of 
America, if and when it comes, a 
more favorable hearing from all the 
nations concerned. The peace ap- 
pea] made by President Wilson in 
December, 1916, was undoubtedly 
weakened in its effect on Germany 
by the fact of America’s unpre- 
paredness for war. It was for that

|prices, during the past year have 
‘found a ready market as cotton 
‘farmers, both large and small, 
‘from other states sought to estab- 
lish themselves on the rich Mis- 
souri boot heel land. 
Tenants, Workers Alike. 

Many of these brought their own 
workers and substantial tenants 
who had rented insurance company 
land, and-farmed.it with the aid of 
'sharecroppers, find themselves, like 
'their workers, without a place to 
go. Last year, virtually all the 
homeless were sharecroppers or 
day laborers. 

Importance of this change of 
ownership is shown by the fact 
that 40 of the+110 heads of fam- 
ilies who have received notice to 
move replied that sale of the land 
‘was the reason. In addition, the 
‘Farm Security Administration re- 
ported that 25 tenants on its rec- 
ords, none of them included in the 
(110, had received eviction notices. 
| Also, there were 52 of the 110 
‘who said they did not know the 
\reason for their removal. Most of 
them were sharecroppers or day 
laborers, who rented or were al- 
lowed to occupy a house, and it is 
thought that land sales were the 
reason in some of these cases. 

Twelve replied that owners of 
the land were changing from the 
traditional sharecropper system to 
operation with day laborers, a de- 
vice which has been used some- 
times to obtain full Government 
crop reduction payments instead of 
sharing them with the workers as 
was intended by the law. 

Of the 40 known to have been 
forced to move from their houses 
because of sale of the land, 22 
were tenants, 15 were sharecrop- 
pers and three were day laborers. 

The families ranged from two 
to 11 members, and the average 
was six.

And yet 1 doubt if one person out of a thousand can 
be helped by advice. 

Does it pay to give sympathy in the usual sense of condolence? 

It may be wisely 
used to elevate the worst pang of suffering, but it can only relieve— 
it won't cure. Sooner or later the sufferer must buck up and face the 
situation—perform an operation on his life or cleanse it of its infec- 
tion.

The only 
way to determine which foods 
are best is to try them out. 

Age has a great deal to do 
with the foods that a dog finds 
best suited for its needs.

HARLES LAUGHTON, great character star of motion pictures, is 
(Cox half an actor in “The Hunchback of Notre Dame,” at the 

Fox Theater. Facial makeup and spinal distortion take over 
fully as many responsibilities as he himself is charged with. The 
excellent Laughton of past remembrance is pretty well obscured. 


The anatomical frights that Pere Westmore, makeup artist, has 
@esigned for Laughton are rather simple. So far as the hump is 
concerned, that makes the bell-ringer of Notre Dame, when being lashed 
bare, look like some huge Thanksgiving turkey. For the face, West- 
more designed a false right eye placed halfway down one jaw 
and moved the brow down with it. This headlight is plainly a false 
one. Always unblinking, it gives the idea that the right half of 
Laughton’s face doesn’t know what the left half is doing. The left 
half is doing the acting. 


Laughton or Quasimodo, as he is called, gallops around the streets 
of Paris and upper reaches of the cathedral in the manner of some 
huge ape and the creature’s sufferings are indicated only by a kind 
of woeful shaking of the head and that blubbery, spoiled-calf sound 
that is in Laughton's voice always when he isn’t a Captain Bligh, 
barking orders. 


The effect is frightening enough. Now that Christmas is gone and 
the promise of Santa Claus is no longer useful for keeping the chil- 
dren in check, the film can serve in discipline. Parents can say that 
they: will not take the brats to see Quasimodo if they are not good. 


Director William Dieterle has seen to it that there is no letup 
fm the action. The spectators are dragged from one dark adventure 
to another, down endless streets and into limitless lawlessness.

NEW YORK, Jan. 6 (AP), 


HEN the European war exploded a few months ago, the first 
reaction of a group of theatrical impresarios in South America 


Which may seem nonsensical, but 


it was really the beginning of the two Americas booming each other's 
entertainers as the war kept home European stars who once commuted 
across stages from Broadway to Buenos Aires. 


Today Broadway is overflowing 
with stage and night club stars 
from South American nations. In 
return, American show units are 
heading for bookings that exgend 
from Mexico City around a circuit 
that covers all the Andes and Ama- 
zon ports. 

The South Americans want Tom 
Mix to assemble a Wild West cir- 
cus of cowboys and Indians for an 
eight months’ tour covering all of 


South America. They want Alfred 
Lunt and Lynn Fontanne to play 
a repertory of their Broadway dra- 
mas, the proposal being that in the 
larger South American cities there 
are enough persons who understand 
English to give them an enthusias- 


itic reception. 


“Our export of theatrical talent 
to both South America and Mexico 
has increased sharply in the past 
several months,” William Morris 
Jr., one of the principal Broadway 
impresarios, said. “The war cut off 
the South American supply of Euro- 
pean talent, but I think the chief 
impetus is that the theater and 
night club audiences of both our 
country and the South American 
countries are falling in with the 
Pan-American “good neighbor” pol- 
icy. That explains their welcoming 
Tom Mix and other American en- 
tertainers, while at the same time 
Broadway is seeing a greater influx 
of South American singers, dancers 
and musicians than ever before, 

“Of course, when the currency 
exchange situation between the 
United States and South American 
countries reaches a better solution 
there should be an even more pro- 
lific exchange of talent. 

“Ben Marden is blazing the way 
by vacationing from his Broadway 
night clubs to preside at the Inter- 
national Casino in Havana. Buernos 
Aires and Rio de Janeiro are good 
dates for North American talent 
and now Mexico City is asking for 
North American shows, 

“Your South American audience 
gets enthusiastic about a good per- 
former, such as they did about the 
late Will Rogers, and they go to 
see the same show time after time, 
so that anyone who makes a hit 
there has a good eight months’ 
tour assured around the continent.” 

The enthusiasm for South Ameri- 
can entertainment on Broadway ex- 
ploded last June 19 when a Portu- 
gese-Brazilian girl, Carmen Miran- 
da, captured first-nighters with 


her torrid singing in “The Streets|? 


of Paris,” confessed to Broadway 
reporters that the only English 
words she knew were “love, kiss 
and money,” and then went on to 
become chief entertainer for the 
more wealthy cafe society crowd. 

A couple of years previously a 
dark-eyed Argentine girl left the 
Museum of Beaux Arts in Buenos 
Aires to study at Columbia Univer- 
sity. In Buenos Aires she had con- 
ducted an.orchestra of 16 men. 
Speaking five’ languages, she had 
performed as a singer and as a 
piano and guitar player in practical- 
ly every country in South America. 


Her name is Paloma Acosta and 
she is 2% 

In her studies of primitive music 
among the Indian tribes she was 
sent by the Chilean Government to 
spend 10 months in the Andes re. 
cording the music of the Aracana 
Indians, who played on weird flute 
like instruments which had been 
carved from human thigh bones. 

Diosa Costello, a Cuban singer 
and dancer, and her rhumba drum 
accompanist, Desi Arnaz, are two 
other Latin American entertainers 
who have become Broadway enthy 
siasms. 

Curiously, one of the most popu- 
jar South American entertainers 
now on Broadway is Sarita, a fetch- 
ing brunette mime who, in reality, 
is Sara Pomery Burbank, daughter 
of a socially prominent American 
family in Pittsfield, Mass. 

Married to the Ecuadorian com- 
poser-pianist, Ricardo Romero, she 
has danced in most all the principal 
theaters of South America, after 
her hit appearances in Spain. Now 
this New England girl ranks as e 
star interpreter of an art far from 
her native environment.

T ona famous Westminster Choir, 


under the direction of Dr. John 
Finley Williamson, will make 
its second appearance at Howard 
Hall, The Principia, on Friday eve 
ning, as an attraction of the Prin- 
cipia Concert and Lecture Course. 

The ensemble of 40 men and wom- 
en is now a professional unit of 
the Westminster Choir School of 
Princeton, N. J., but was founded 
six years before the school. Be 
ginning as the choir of the West- 
minster Presbyterian Church in 
Dayton, O., the chorus gained a 
local reputation as an exponent of 
music as worship. In the fall of 
1920 Dr. Williamson took the choir 
on its first tour.

Must Change 


Shift by December—All in 
- St. Louis, Except KSD and 
KFUO, Affected. 


EFORE the end of this year, 
more than 600 United States ra- 
dio stations—all now broadcast- 
ing on frequencies between 740 and 
1500 kilocycies—will be using new 
channels. In St. Louis, KSD and 
KFUO, sharing time on 500 ke., 
probably will not be affected. But 
under assignments by the FCC, ef- 
fective next December, WEW will 
move from 760 to 770 ke, KMOX 
from 1090 to 1120; WH from 1200 
to 1230; KXOK from 1250 to 1280 
and KWK from 1350 to 1380. . 
This reassigning of stations is to 
be made under the terms of the 
North American regional broadcast 
agreement, which was adopted by 
representatives of Cuba, Haiti, Can- 
ada, Mexico and this country in 
1987 in Havana, to” reduce to a 


this continent. Putting it into effect 
was delayed two years by failure 
.of the Mexican Congress to approve 
it, chiefly because of unwillingness 
to disturb the operation of high- 
powered Mexican stations along the 
Rio Grande, which direct their pro- 
grams at United States listenera. 
However, ratification by the Mexi- 
can Co s Dec. 28 has enabled 
the FCC to begin realigning the 
stations. 

Each station affected will be noti- 
fied of its new frequency and power 
limitation, and will be given an op- 
portunity to be heard by the com- 
mission’ However, the new alloca- 
tions will be ordered into effect on 
a given date for all the North 
American countries. Mexico has 
notified the State Department that 
it will be ready to order its own 
station re-alloca within 60 days, 
but FCC officials believe that six 
to eight months -will be required 
to bring the changes into effect. 

Next to the shiftng of United 
States stations, the most important 
result of the Mexican Congress’ 
ratification of the agreement is ex- 
pected to be the elimination of cer- 
tain border stations operated in 
Mexico and broadcasting advertis- 
ing regarded by United States offi- 
cials as. obnoxious. Such stations 
included the two operated by Dr. 
John R. Brinkley, and Norman 
Baker, both of whom were ¢om- 
pelled several years ago to surren- 
der their station licenses in this 
country. These stations were disap- 
proved by" many Mexican station 


tion of Broadcasters has been seek- 


-ling their elimination and ratifica- 


tion of the Havana radio pact. 

It is said that hope of extension 
of the NBC, CBS and Mutual net- 
works to include Mexican statians 
was a factor in the Mexican Con- 
gress’ change of attitude. Already, 
the Sunday night concert from De- 
troit and the Saturday night NBC 
Symphony Orchestra broadcasts are 
carried by a number of stations in 
Mexico, which could easily be 
hooked up for United States com- 
mercial programs. 

The reassignment of frequencies 
ordered by the FCC, unless altered, 
‘will eventually move some of the 
lout-of-St. Louis stations best heard 
‘here, as follows: WBBM from 770 
‘ke. to 780 or 1110; WGY from 790 
jt 810; WBAPYWFAA from 800 to 
820: WCCO from 810 to 830; WHAS

890: KDKA from 980 to 1020; WHO 
from 1000 to 1040.

FOR SYMPHONY 
TO OPEN JAN. | 


Several Hundred Volun- 
teers to Try to Raise Half 
of Orchestra’s Expenses 
for Next Season. 


The campaign to raise half of 
the St. Louis Symphony Orches- 
tra’s operating expenses for next 
season by means of contributions 
to the maintenance fund will begin 
a week from tomorrow, with several | 
hundred St. Louisans working vol- 
untarily as solicitors. 

Campaign offices have been 
opened in the Mayfair Hotel; and 
all committees have been appointed 
by Warren T. Chandler, general 
chairman of the drive. 

The orchestra gets about.half of 
its revenue from the sale of tick- 
ets. Like all other American or- 
chestras, it must appeal to the citi- 
zens of the city for added funds so 
that adequate salaries for the mu- 
sicians can be maintained and that 
guest artists can be brought here. 

Chairman’s Appeal. 

In a statement issued yesterday, 
Chandler said: “Surely the lovers 
of good music and protectors of St. 
Louis’ cultural assets will do their 
share by contributing generously to 
offset the differences and main- 
tain a symphony orchestra of high 
standing. 

“The cumulative benefits from 
the orchestra’s activities during the 
last.60 years are very real. The 
enrichment of. the cultural life of 
the community is immeasurable.” 

Among the orchestra’s accom- 
plishments Chandler listed its regu- 
lar series of concerts, its popular 
concerts, its students’ series, its 
two tours through the South and 
Midwest “which spread the good 
will of a great city through its 
trade area,’ and the fact that it 
brings top-ranking soloists of Eu- 
rope and America to the city. 

“The orchestra has won recogni- 
tion from critics everywhere,” he 
said, “and has achieved a reper- 
toire as fine as that of any or- 
éhestra in the world. 

“More Than Enjoyment.” 

“The continued presence of a 
great orchestra in the community 
contributes far more than enjoy- 
ment derived from music well 
played.

INGREASE IN’ 1-FAMILY 
HOMES BUILT IN °39 


Reports From 64 Cities Indi- 
cate 92,719 Were Erect- 
ed in Year. 


CHICAGO, Jan. 6 (AP).—Con- 
struction of urban single family 


houses in the United States last 
year topped the number built in 
1938 by 30 per cent, the Mortgage 
Bankers’ Association of America 
estimated today. 

Byron T. Shutz, president of the 
association, said the estimate was 
based on reports from members in 
64 cities in 31 states where 92,719 
single family dwellings were built 
in 1939 as against 71,200 the pre- 
vious year. 

The 92,719 units, the association 
pointed out, are more than a fifth 
of the 450,000 non-farm dwellings 
which FHA has set as the total 
for 1939. The United States Hous- 
ing Authority has estimated that 
475,000 dwelling units of all types 
were built or were under construc- 
tion by the end of the year. 

The association’s survey indicat- 
ed new single family house con- 
struction registered the largest 
gains last year in the Eastern 
states. Thirteen Eastern cities re- 
ported 18,225 houses built, an in- 


|crease of 645 per cent compared 


with 11,084 built in 1938. The in- 
crease in 33 Midwestern cities, 
where 33,052 houses were built, was 
29.8 per cent; in 10 Southern cities, 
where 7841 were built, 22.3 per 
cent, and in eight Far Western and 
mountain cities, where 31,601 were 
built, 18.3 per cent increase.

Members of Loan League Lend 
34.4 Per Cent More in Novem- 
ber Than in Same 1938 Period. 


The increase in November volume 
of savings, building and loan asso- 
ciation advances over the same 
month the previous year was 34.4 
per cent, the largest improvement 
over 1938 business reported for any 
of the first 11 months of 1939. A. 
D. Theobald, assistant vice-presi- 
dent of the United States Savings 
and Loan League, says that this 
was the sixth successive month 
that saw more lending business 
than its counterpart month in every 
year since 1930. 

A total of $86,076,000 was lent for 
new home construction, repairs and 
modernization, purchase of homes, 
refinancing and miscellaneous pur- 
poses, practically two-thirds of it 
being for the buying and building 
of homes. Volume was 6.6 per cent 
less than in October, in line with 
seasonal expectations, but the fall- 
‘off was considerably less than be- 
tween the two months in 1938. 

“The noteworthy volume of con- 
struction loans for so late in the 
year, $26,607,000, is witness to the 
growing strength of the revival of 
interest in home building,” said Mr.

“Less vulnerable to the trends of 
construction costs and rents, com- 
mercial building activity depends 
largely upon supply and demand 
and general business conditions. 
Right now office building occu- 
pancy is better than at any time 
since 1930, but still averages only 
about 82 per cent. Until this fig- 
ure goes above 90 per cent, there 
is little justification for expecting 
any appreciable office building ac- 
tivity. 

Not War-Born. 

“Contrary to genera! belief, the 
current upsurge in industrial pro- 
duction is not war-born. The Fed- 
eral Reserve Board index in June 
began moving up from 94 (per cent 
of 1923-25 average), reached 123 in 
October. This indicates that the 


current industrial boomlet is thriv-/5 


ing on local orders as well as on) 
war demands from Europe. How- 
ever, the U. S. will not indulge in 
reckless over-expansion as it did 
in 1914-18. 

“The market for private non- 
residential construction, other than 
commercial and industrial, offers 
little basis for expecting its volume | 
to be much different from last 
year’s. Included in this classifica-| 
tion are religious, memorial, educa- 
tional, social, recreational, hospital 
and institutional buildings. 

“One thing is certain in the out- 
look for public construction, more 
money will be spent this year on 
the construction of USHA housing 
projects than was the case in 1939. 
While construction has already 
started on 122 projects, only about 
$90,000,000 was actually advanced 
last year. This year the total will 
exceed $500,000,000. 

“Such, briefly, are the factors 
upon which building bases its opin- 
fon of 1940.”

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BIGGEST INSURANCE SYSTEM 
WILL BEGIN PAYMENTS FEB. 1 


Social Security Board to Disburse $114,000,000 This Year 
to 912,000 Policy Holders and Beneficiaries. 


Original Group Will Receive 
Veritable Landfall on Invest- 
ment Made by Themselves 
and Employers Under Fed- 
eral Old-Age Program.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 6. 

T is in terms of El Dorado and Golconda 
| that one would be tempted to describe an 

investment yielding from 110 to 276 per 
cent for the first month, from 1320 to 3312 
per cent for the first year and from 13,200 
to 33,120 per cent for the first decade. Yet, 
under the Federal old-age and survivors in- 
surance program, such in cold statistics is the 
landfall which will accrue this year to some 
485,000 policy holders employed in commerce 
or industry who pass the age of 65 and re- 
tire from work. , 

These half-million men and women form 
probably the luckiest group in actuarial his- 
tory. Their like will never again be seen in 
America. Calculations of the Social Security 
Board indicate that on an average each be- 
gan in January, 1937, to pay monthly pre- 
miums of 62% cents, or $7.50 «. year and 
$22.50 for the three-year period. (Another 
$22.50, contributed by the employer, -does 
not represent premiums paid by the policy 
holder. ) 

Policy Holders’ Benefits 

Average $25 a Month. 

The policy holder's initial monthly benefit 
is due on Feb. 1. It will average $25, which 
is 110 per cent of his total payments. These 
installments are to continue for life, without 
further premiums. If he survives one year. 
the benefits will total $300; and if for 10 
years, $3000—aiLAn an original investment 
of $22.50. 

This is merely a beginning. Of the men 
in the group, it is estimated that 125,000 
have wives who are also more than 65 years 
old, and who are therefore entitled to one- 
half the benefits received by their husbands, 
or $12.50 a month each. Some tens of thou- 
sands of these couples have children, their 
own or adopted, who are under 16 years of 
age or in school and under 18. Two of the 
children are eligible for monthly payments of 
$12.50 each. Thus the combined benefits of 


such a family group of four would aggregate | 
$62.50 a month, $750 a year and $7500 for) 


'How Fund Wi!l Accumulate; 


10 years—still with an original premium in- 
vestment of $22.50. 

In addition, there are calculated to. be 
78,000 widows of deceased policy holders with 
dependent children. These widows, on the 
basis of a monthly benefit of '$25,-will begin 
drawing three-fourths of that sum on their 
own account, or $18.75 each, plus $12.50 for 
one child or $25 for two, making a possible 
total of $43.75 per month. The payments 
cease when the younger child is 16 years old, 
or 18 if still in school. But the widow, if 
she has not remarried, will return to the 
rolls when sue is 65, and receive for life 
three-fourths her husband’s benefits, or 
$18.75 a month. 

Then, during the year, it is estimated that 
there will be some 20,000 widows under 65 
and without dependent children. Each will 
receive as a lump emergency sum six .times 
what her husband's first monthly benefit 
would have been. On the $25 basis, she 
would be paid $150 in cash; and at the age 
of 65 years would be placed on the register 
for benefits of $12.50 a month during life. 
There will also come upon the rolis approxi- 
mately 10,000 dependent parents of policy 
holders deceased without wife or child. 
Widows more than 65 years old will receive 


. three-fourths of the husband’s benefits, with 


one-half added for each of two dependent 
children. 


47,500,000 on the Rolls, 
Premiums About $7.50 a Year. 


In all, statisticians of the Social Security 
Board figure that 912,000 men, women and 
children, as policy holders or beneficiaries, 
will receive this year $114,000,000 in benefit 
payments. On the rolls are 47,500,000 work- 
ers. Effective Jan. 1, each came into. pos- 
session of an insurance policy underwritten 
by the United States Government. These total 
nearly half of all ordinary life, group and 
industrial insurance policies in effect through- 
out the country. The Social Security Board 
maintains proudly that it is conducting the 
largest insurance enterprise in the world. By 
way of proof, it points to the fact that the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Co., the great- 
est private institution of the kind in history, 
has only 27,000,000 policy holders. 

With premiums averaging about $7.50 «

year per policy, the board has at present an 
annual income of some $356,250,000, with 
administrative ‘expenses, defrayed by Con- 
gressional appropriation of $12,000,000, or 
about 3 1-2 per cent of the amount paid in. 
It boasts what is known as the largest book- 
keeping plant in existence, with 4000 em- 
ployes, besides a further staff of 2500 claim 
adjudicators and field workers’in 400 re- 
gional offices, mostly in industrial districts. 
The examiners are geared to pass on one 
claim every 30 seconds during a working day 
of seven hours. 


The premium income is carried on the 
books of the Treasury under the head of the 
Federal Old-Age and Survivors Insurance 
Trust Fund, the trustees of which are Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Morgenthau, Secretary 
of Labor Perkins and the chairman of the 
Social Security Board, Arthur J. Altmeyer. 
The Social Security Board is one of six de- 
partments of the Federal Secunty Agency, 
which includes also; under the administra- 
tion of Paul V. McNutt, the Civilian Con- 
servation Corps, the National Youth Admin- 
istration, the Public Health Service, the 
Office of Education and the American Print- 
ing House for the Blind. 


Total of £6,871,000,000 by 1956. 


According to present estimates, the in- 
surance trust fund will amount at the end 
of this year to $1,871,000,000; at the end of 
1941, to $2,127,000,000; 1942, $2,254,000.- 
000; 1943, . $2,651,000,000; - and 1955, 
$6,871,000,000. The Senate Finance Com- 
mittee calculates that benefit payments will 
rise ‘> $298,000,000 in 1941, $431,000,000 in 
1942 and so on until, in 1965, they will 
finally pass receipts, with $1,930,000,000 
for the former and $1,849,000,000 for the 
latter. Under the present set-up, it is be- 
lieved that reserves will absorb the annual 
deficits from 1955 to 1965, when Congress 
will be confronted with the problem of find- 
iny new methods of financing the program. 


When it first went into effect three years 
ago, fears were expressed that in half a 
century the Government’s insurance enter- 
prise would engulf all the country’s capital. 
To avert such a catastrophe, Congress last 
year amended the Social Security Act so as 
to liberalize benefits and freeze premiums 
for employer and employe at 1 per cent each 
on the latter's wages, until the end of 1942. 
In 1943 the tax will amount to 2 per cent 
each; in 1946 to 21-2 per cent each, and 
in 1949 to 3 per cent each. Benefits were 
virtually doubled through their. extension to 
wives more than 65 years old, widows of all 


ages and dependent children and parents. 


The program is lauded as being highly 
democratic, in that both rich and poor may 
become policy holders. The lowest candidate 
admissible is a worker who has earned $300 
in the last 18 snonths, A corporation presi- 
dent at $100,000 a year is also eligible, but 
may be insured only on, the. first. $3000 of 
his salary.

How U. S. Plan Embracing 


47,500,000 Workers, Rith and 
Poor, Is Operating — Outlay 


Estimated to Reach Nearly 
Two Billions by 1955. 


The system covers virtually all employes 
in. commerce and industry, and includes those 
with jobs in factories, shops, mines, mills, 
stores, offices, American ships, state and 
National banks, building-and-loan associa- 
=. and places of business in general. 

ks, maids, butlers, chauffeurs and gar- 
deners are eligible if they are employed by 
hotels, restaurants, service stations or other 
commercial and industrial establishments. 


But the act admits as insurable entities only 


such offices or industrial shops as employ 
eight or more persons. 

The method of calculating benefits from 
salary is so simple that anyone can perform 
it for himself. The primary monthly benefit 
will consist of 40 per cent of the first $50 
of average earnings per month, plus 10 per 
cent of all added earnings up to a total of 
$250 a month, These two percentages added 
together form what is known as the “basic 
amount.” For each year of insurance, there 
is added 1 per cent of the ‘‘basic amount.” 


Computing the Payment 
On Wage of $50 a Month. 


For example, if the average monthly wage 
is $50, the primary benefit will be $20, to 
which will be added 1 per cent of $20, or 
20 cents, for each of three years, or a total 
of 60 cents. Thus the benefit paid to.such 
a person on Feb. 1 will be $20.60. If the 
wage has been $100, the benefit» will be 40 
per cent of the first $50, or $20; 10 per cent 
of the remaining $50, or $5; plus 1 per cent 
interest on $25 for three years, or 75 cents; 
making a total of $25.75... The figure for 
wages of $150 a month is.$30.90; for $200, 
$36.05; and for $250, $41.20. 

A new departure under the amended act 
is that persons over 65 need not retire unless 
they wish, but may continue earning credits 
toward the benefits as long as they care to 
work, Thus a man 65 years old at present 
who continues to work until he is 75 would 
boost his benefit payments, if earning $250 
a month, from $41.20 to $45.20. No benefits 
are payable until he actually ‘refires. 

Further liberalization of benefit payments 
is‘ being agitated, and will depend partly 
on the pressure brought upon Congress by 
old-age pension movements. Among minor 
criticisms brought against the act is that it 
makes no provision for the insurance of 
workers who become permarently disabled, 
and that it takes no account of the faet that 
wives On an average are 10 years younger 
than their husbands. Under the present law, 
if a man retires at 65, his wife as a general 
thing must wait until he is 75 before she 
also is eligible for benefit payments. 


The principal criticism is that the law ex- 
cludes from its operations some 33,700,000 
men and women of wage levels at which Gov- 
ernment insurance is a erying need. These 
include 1,000,000 workers in hospitals, 
churches, philanthropic organizations and 
other non-profit institutions; 3,500,000 agri- 
eultural. laborers, 2,500,000 domestic serv- 
ants in private homes, 2,700,000 public em- 
ployes of state and Jocal agenciés, including 
schoolteachers; 7,000,000 operators who own 
their own small farms, 5,000,000 unpaid 
family workers in agriculture, 4,500,000 per- 
sons who are self-employed in their own 
shops or offices, 4,500,000 workers under re- 
lief programs and 3,000,000 casual-employes. 
Railway workers and Federal employes are 
also excluded, but both already have their 
retirement pension systems. po ae

The contents of the first are plainly in- 


dicated by its title: “From Nazi 
(Alliance Book Corporation, New 


Sources: Why Hitler Can't Win” 
York). The writer is Dr. Frits 


Sternberg, an authority on war economy and contributor to various 
technical journals, now an exile from Germany. 


The second book is “How Strong 
Is Britain?” (Veritas Press, New 
York), by C. E. Count Pueckler, a 
German jeurnalist who for many 
years represented the Deutsche All- 
gemeine Zeitung in London. He is 
considered an outstanding German 
authority on British affairs. 

Were these two books the exer- 
cises in special pleading that one 
might ordinarily expect from an 
anti-Nazi and a pro-Nazi, respective- 
ly, they would be worth little seri- 
ous consideration, Both, however, 
are written by men who, from the 
careful and documented character 
of their writings, appear to be in- 
vestigators first and partisans sec- 
ond. While it would be too much 
to expect total absence of bias, each 
is yet sufficiently objective to give 
credit where it is due, and to ac- 
knowledge weaknesses on the side 
he favors as they come to light. 


Economic Factors. 


The two writers agree on a major 
premise: that in modern war, eco- 
nomie factors are more decisive 
than are military and strategic as- 
pects. As Dr. Sternberg states it: 
“Foreign assets are today just as 
important ‘raw materials’ as guns 
and munitions; raw materials such 
as iron, steel, coal and oil are of 
primary strategic importance. The 
front is being shifted from the 
fighting line back to the hinterland 
where the economic structure of 
the state has to fight its own bat- 
tle for survival.”

Since Britain's 
economic dominance has been based 
for generations on its revenues 
from abroad, this trend, in the 
German observer's view, has had 
an unfavorable effect upon the 
country’s potential war strength. 
Food is an item of immediate 
concern to both combatants. For 
Germany, Dr. Stérnberg presents a 
gloomy picture. The fact that the 
Nazis already are enforcing drastic 
rationing speaks for itself, he says. 
He cites figures showing that food 
allowances for 1939 are far below 
the supplies available in 1913. He 
quotes ihe late Gen. von Fritsch, 
before his dismissal, as telling Hit- 
ler that “while war might well be 
ended with bread cards, no modern 
war can readily start With them.” 
Another pertinent statement from 
a German source is that of the 
Reichs Credit Corporation, in its 
1937-38 report: “The existing defi- 
ciency with regard to fats, amount- 
ing to between 45 and 50 per cent 
of Germany's total requirements, 
forces her to continue importing 
large quantities.” Purchases from 
abroad are a difficult problem, the 
writer adds, since Germany's for 
eign assets are extremely small. 


Peasants Leave Land. 


The Nazis have sought to in 
crease domestic food production, 
but Dr. Sternberg quotes official 
figures showing that grain yields 
have actually decreased since 1933. 
Despite the Government's efforts to 
better the peasants’ lot, there has 


been an exodus from the land, as 
a 1939 address by Minister of Ag- 
riculture Darre testifies, 

“Today, as in 1914,” the writer 
concludes, “Germany is facing the 
peril of being defeated by hunger 
despite her possible military suc- 
cesses on the battlefields.” 

And what of Britain's food sup- 
ply? England has never made ea 
pretense of being self-sustaining in 
foodstuffs, but production of food 
plants today is lower and fewer 
persons are engaged in agriculture 
than before the World War. Live 
stock production has increased, but 
home-grown meat would last En- 
gland only about six months, 


Dependent on Imports. 

The food supply, therefore, de 
pends heavily upon imports. These 
can continue, Count Pueckler says, 
only if (1) Britain can continue to 
manufacture goods and sell them 
abroad; (2) the sea routes are kept 
open. Thus, unlike other countries, 
Britain would suffer acute food 
shortage if great sections of its 
industry were put out of action by 
war. And “if the British navy is 
ever defeated if the air force is 
ever driven out of the air, Great 
Britain herself is brought to her 
knees.” .

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A BLOW AT THE “STRAW MAN.” 

As far as the courts and the public prosecutors 
are concerned, the unscrupulous use of the “straw 
man” subterfuge in real estate deals has in recent 
years gone unpunished. But where the courts and 
the prosecutors have failed to act, the St. Louis: Real 
Estate Exchange has taken appropriate and highly 
praiseworthy steps. 

The action of the Exchange in expelling Cecil B. 
Engel for “unethical and improper business conduct” 
in connection with straw-party deals is in point. 
Warning is served that the rule forbidding a real 
estate agent from collecting a commission on his own 
concealed purchase of property will be enforced. 

While representing himself as the bona fide sell- 
ing agent for property of the defunct Croatian- 
American Building & Loan Association of St. | 
Louis, Engel bought property of the association him- 
self through a straw party, collecting a commission 
just as if he had made the most profitable sale pos- 
sible to another party—as by his fiduciary relation- 
ship he was bound to do. 

He was charged with similar misconduct in dis- 
posing of property of the Greene County Building 
& Loan Association of Springfield, Mo. In that 
case he was tried for fraud, but freed on a directed 
verdict in which the Judge censured the prosecution 
for bungling its case. 

Engel, it will be recalled, served on the grand 
jury which reported a no-true-bil]l after investigat- 
ing the straw-man deals in which the Joseph 
F. Dickmann Real Estate Co. made an alleged profit 
of more than $14,000 in acting as selling agent for 
property of defunct banks in the St. Louis area.

From the Philosophy of Charles Nagel 


Extracts from “Charles Nagel: Speeches and Writings,” Edited by Dr. Otto Heller 
(G. P. Putnam’s Sons, New York, 1931). 


HERE was a time when the demagogue 

belonged to neither party, because he 

tried to go with both; today the inde- 
pendent man belongs to neither, because he 
is afraid of both. The concern of men in 
public life for the welfare of the majority, 
and their willingness to recount their own 
deeds and services in its behalf, tempt us 
to cry aloud for some Coriolanus too proud 
to show his scars. (1890) 


I am persuaded that we teach and think 
too much of the mere practice of the law, 
and too little of its history and philosophy; 
and that some acquaintance with the mean- 
ing of law is more-.necessary to our younger 
generation than is a smattering of Latin 
and Greek. The public’s appreciation of 
the law’s purpose and its limitations, and 
the ability to give it clear and comprehen- 
sive expression, are essential to the main- 
tenance of liberty.. (1914) 


I never regretted any word more than the 
word “normalcy,” because normalcy spells 
death, the end of all things. When, we 
cease to fight and to struggle, individually 
and as a nation, we cease to be worth living. 
(1925) 


Our problems in Washington are not so 


much political, except in so far as they in- 
volve the -getting of office. They are eco- 
nomic and social; and if men and women are 
to grapple with them and are to be legisla- 
tors to record intelligently the will of the 


people to be governed, then they must have 


both training and experience before they 
undertake so difficult and complicated a 
task. (1928) : 


The very genius of law is that it is never 
a fact; and must always be changeable to 
conform to the will of the community 
which it is to govern. (1920) 


The Federal Government is undertaking 
to establish fair dealing between competi- 
tors and between producers and consumers. 
It appears to me that this Government 
should assume the authority to fix rules 
of the game that will apply equally to every- 
one who is engaged in this commerce. 

What is there to defer us from having 
the Federal Government take the next step, 
logical and irresistible as it seems to me, 
and say at once that this is a national prob- 
lem demanding national control? Why shall 
not the Government, instead of contending 
itself with denouncing and dissolving, say 
at the inception what shall be the character 
of the organization which may be permitted 
to engage in interstate commerce? (1911) 


It- must be admitted that we have passed 
the time of the old laissez-faire doctrine. 
Every one of us must recognize that the 
days of pure individualism are gone. We 
are no longer satisfied to say that men are 
not created equal, and that therefore no 
amount of legislation can make them equal. 
e confess that there is a certain propor- 
tion of people who cannot keep up with the 
procession, who are bound to fall by the 
wayside, and to whom government must 
extend its care. But the abandonment of 
the laissez-faire doctrine .does not signify 
that everyone and everything must be regu- 
lated by law, It does not mean that condi- 
tions of absolute economic and social equal- 
pe My be created and maintained by law.

Assignment vf Federal funds to 
Missouri in the fiscal year ended 
last June 30 totaled $216,511,237 in 
loans, grants and FHA insurance 
of housing mortgages, as compared 
with $209,102,148 in the preceding 
fiscal year, Robert K. Ryland, 
State director of Federal office re- 
ports, announced yesterday. 

The $216,511,237 included $164,- 


941,250 in grants-in-aid and other 
expenditures, $31,645,487 in loans 
and $19,924,500 in FHA insurance 
of housing improvement notes and 
mortgages. 

Largest direct expenditure was 
$66,996,020 by the Works Progress 
Administration and the largest 
amount of loans was by the Com- 
modity Credit Corporation. Loans 
were made to farmers, businesses 
and home owners. 

Expenditures classed as _ relief 
went to WPA employes, young men 
in CCC camps and to others by dis- 
tribution of surplus commodities 
through the State relief agency. 
Another expenditure was in pen- 
sions to war veterans. . 

Grants-in-aid were for the aged, 
blind, children in need and for con- 
struction of public roads and build- 
ings,

PORTLAND, Ore., Jan. 6—Vot- 
ers in the Democratic primary elec- 
tion in Oregon will decide May 17 
whether they want Franklin D 
Roosevelt or John N. Garner to be 
their part’s 1940 presidential nomi- 
nee. This will probably be the only 
direct encounter at the polls be- 
tween the two running mates of 
the ticket which was victorious in 
1932 and again in 1936. 

Oregon election laws provide that 
a candidate’s name may be placed 
on the presidential preference ballot 
either by payment of a filing fee 
or obtaining 1000 names to a peti- 


tion. Adherents of Garner announce 
they will pay the filing fee. Peti- 
tions nominating President Roose- 
velt are now being circulated. His 
requisite number of signatures 
within a few days.

Charles H. Martin, who was Gover- 
nor of Oregon until 1938, when he 
was defeated in the Democratic 
primary after being denounced by 
the President, Secretary Ickes, Sen- 
ator Norris and other New Dealers, 
Martin, who has a distinguished 
military record, is a conservative 
Democrat.

NATIONAL TRUCK WEEK, BE- 
ginning tomorrow, will see com- 
pletion of a truck test run without 
parallel in the history of the auto- 
motive industry or in the records 
of the American Automobile As- 
sociation. A 1%-ton Chevrolet 
truck, selected at random from the 
assembly line in Flint, Mich. by 
AAA officials, for the past two 
years has been engaged in the most 
extensive road test of its kind ever 
recorded. A new world record for 
sustained and certified operation is 
claimed for the unit with comple- 
tion at Ottawa, Can., of the 100,000- 
mile run, the longest ever sanc- 
tioned and supervised by the AAA: 

In 1938, the Chevrolet test truck 
set out from Detroit aiming at 50,- 
000 miles of AAA-supervised opera- 
tion. Since that time, it has been 
on the highways almost continuous- 


ly night and day, under all weath- 
er conditions, on all types of roads, 
in every state and in Canada and 
Mexico. 

The most recent figures on the 
unit’s performance were issued by 
the AAA when the mileage was 90,- 
000. The 90,000-mile figifres include 
an average of 15.10 miles per gallon 
of gasoline throughout 2733 hours 
and 50 minutes of running time at 
an average operating speed of 33 
miles per hours. Ton-miles per 
gallon of gasoline totaled 69.91. The 
unit carries a fixed “payload” of 
4590 pounds, and has carried that 
load throughout the run at a total 
cost per ton-mile of $.00429. Oil has 
been changed 40 times, and only 
five quarts have been added be- 
tween regular changes. 

The unit has consumed 5961.8 gal- 
lons of gasoline in its 90,000 miles 
at a total cost of $1158.40. Oil 
actually consumed by the truck 
from the start of the run to the 
cCrankeasge change at 89,959.¥ miles 
was 84.78 quarts, the truck aver- 
aging 1060 miles per quart.

Battleships two or two and one-half times 
the size of the present monsters are being seriously thought of by mem- 
bers of the House Naval Committee, no matter how much the admirals 
might scoff. The United States Army is having completed for it, in close 
secrecy, a great bomber more than four times as big as its vaunted 
“Flying Fortresses.” Tanks weighing 92 tons (a 30-ton tank is considered 
a heavy one) have been successfully used by the French on the Western 
front in the present war. And the United States is putting into service 
fleet submarines as long and half again as heavy as big destroyers, and 
with immense cruising radii. At the other end of the scale, Japan is 
reported experimenting with midget three-man submarines that might be 
turned out like automobiles on an assembly line. Here are illustrated some 
contemplated engines of war compared in size to those of the present.
